Germany, to be put into effect if the 
enemy carries out its threat to re­ 
fuse to sign the peace terms. Recent 
dispatches from Germany indicated 
the 
confidence of the 
Germans to 
evade the terms o f the treaty was 
based on the belief that public opin­ 
ion in allied countries would not per­ 
mit further m ilitary action against 
Germany. 
Today's developments showed the 
allies will not depend upon the d i­ 
rect action of iron, but the indirect 
action of an iron blockade to en­ 
force tile signing o f the treaty.
